While driving down College Avenue toward school 
last week many of us had mixed emotions. We- were all 
anxious to see our friends, do some partying, and maybe 
even study a little. But we wondered about the less desir- 
able aspects of life at Saint Joe’s. Will we have to roll up 
our jeans and wade through the “lake” between Seifert and 
the Post Office after a rain? Will the bad acoustics in the 
Science Building prevent us from hearing 90 percent of 
what our profs say? Will there be hot water in the dorms? 
What about heat this winter? The overall condition of the 
campus last spring left most of us with a case of blahs. 

One of the first welcome sights to greet returning 
students was the fieldhouse, which had received a summer- 
time facelift in the form of sandblasting and painting. Soon 
it was obvious to us that many other improvements had 
been made. 

The road leading to Xavier as well as that between 
Seifert and the Post Office had been paved. Acoustical tile 
was placed on the ceilings of both Science Building class- 
rooms and the Halleck Center ballroom. Justin’s first floor 
lounge was recarpeted. Halas and the Science Building 
Were provided with new curtains. Part of Raleigh Hall was 
converted into classroom space and the fieldhouse balcony 
was given more adequate women’s physical education facil- 
ities. The conference rooms in Halleck Center were paneled

Other important renovations are not as readily notice- 
able. A new roof was added to the Science Building and 
Washburn Hall and the powerhouse received badly-needed 
attention. The auditorium balcony was also repaired. Con- 
siderable routine repairs and maintenance also were com- 
pleted. 

We realize that this campus isn’t as modern and well- 
equipped as many larger schools, but it isn’t as cold, either. 
Most of us prefer the rich history and the warm, friendly 
atmosphere of Saint Joe’s. What we must realize is that 
each of 11 s is a part of the history and atmosphere of this 
school. In a school as old , as Saint Joseph’s, maintenance is 
especially important. (A stitch in time saves nine, you 
know.) This is the time for reminding students that they 
must do their part in keeping Collegeville beautiful. If the 
maintenance staff has to spend its time cleaning up after 
students, it won’t have the time to look after the routine 
repairs necessary to prevent small problems from becoming 
disasters. Who knows, if we each do our part, the main- 
tenance crew may be able to devote time to the Chapel 
and Grotto.

“We also keep a file of all 
letters "of recommendation plus 
biographical data on our stu- 
dents, and this can be compiled 
and provided according to the 
needs of a student or prospective 
employer,” he says. “Beyond this 
scope, our placement office seeks 
to motivate students in their ca- 
reer aspirations.” 

Father Froelich believes a stu- 
dent should experience definite 
steps toward career development 
as he moves through college, 
starting with the building of 
realistic expectations during or- 
ientation, self-assessment as a 
freshman and establishment of 
tentative career goals as a soph- 
omore. 

When a junior, he says the 


tutional commitment to counsel- 
ing, in which all faculty, depart- 
mental chairmen and even ad- 
ministrators extend help when 
possible. 

“Jerry Hughes, our Dean of 
Students, and Larry Lennon, our 
Clinical Psychologist, can help if 
the problem is disciplinary or 
emotional, but I would stress 
that the continued success of our 
guidance program depends on 
the faculty,” Father Froelich re- 
ports. “Certainly if a student’s 
problem is academic or vocation- 
al, a faculty member may be the 
best counselor of all. 


“But even in other cases, I 
can envision times when a stu- 
dent may feel most comfortable 
discussing a personal affair with 
a faculty member. And I’m hap- 
py to know that our faculty has 
most eagerly sought out and 
helped students with a wide 
range of problems.” 

In his placement duties, Father 
Froelich serves as a bridge be- 
tween the student and the pro- 
fessional world by providing an 
attractive meeting ^place for job 
interviewers and students, by ar- 
ranging advance schedules for 
such interviews and by maintain-

"This was clearly my most g 
ing," says Saint Joseph's baseball 
fleets on the Pumas' 1975 season 
surprise. 

- On Apr. 25, the final day of classes last year, the Pumas 
were struggling along with a 12-12 record, 1-5 in the ICC. But 
after classes ended the baseballers went to work at shattering 
20 all-time school records and became the winningest Puma 
team in history with a record of 27-16. . 

There were many highlights in the 1975 season. The Pumas 
went on a ten-game winning streak starting Apr. 26, including 
six ICC contests, to tie for second place with a 7-5 mark. High- 
lighting the streak was a 4-0, 2-0 sweep of Valparaiso, the first 
time the Crusaders, had bden shut out twice in 20 years. 

Next in line was the SJC Midwest Classic May 10-11. 
After a second-place finish and a post-season banquet on. Sun- 


That statement comes as no 


with the news that the Pumas had been invited to the NCAA 
Mideast Regional. It was the first time in school history that 
two Puma teams entered NCAA tourneys in the same school 
year. 

First obstacle for the Pumas in the double-elimination tour- 
nament was Marietta, Ohio, the heavy favorite (36-3 record) 
and the eventual national runner-up. After upsetting 10th- 
ranked Marietta, SJC went on to beat 17th-ranked Wright State 
and 24fh-ranked SlU-Edwardsville and was the only unbeaten 
team on Saturday night. AfteMwo days of rain. Marietta came 
out of the loser's bracket to beat the Pumas twice and send 
them home in second place out of the 79 schools in the Mideast 
Regional and in the top 12 in the country. 

Even more of a highlight is the future at Saint Joe's. There 
were only two seniors on last year's squad, and there are seven 
pitchers among 15 recruits for next year's team. Here are some 
names to watch for next spring: Kevin Sims from Lafayette 
Jefferson, who was 13-1 and batted .424 as a pitcher-shortstop. 
He was drafted by the Pittsburgh Pirates as a hitter and should 
fill the only soft spot in last year's lineup. Another standout 
prospect is Bobby Schuckers from Wirt High School in Gary, 
Ind., who was 9-3 with an 0.64 ERA and 101 strikeouts in 65 
innings. He hit .373 with six home runs as a pitcher-second 
baseman. / • 

Other prospects include pitcher Mike Luck from Tri-County; 
lefthander Dennis Grady from Dowagiac, Mich.; pitcher John 
Bauman from Battle Creek, Mich.; pitcher Joe Bockerstette, who 
was one of the top three hurlers in Cincinnati last year; infield- 
er-outfielder Frank Walsh from Greenfield, Ind., who stole 41 
consecutive bases in 1975. Also look for freshmen Joe Cutler, 
Craig Larson, Kenny Gill, Craig Adams, John Ross, and Brian 
Klabunde to make solid con|ributions. 

Add these names to co-captains Jeff Taylor and Barry 
Blane and other 1975 stars, and the Pumas shape up to be a 
very solid ICC and NCAA contender in 1976. 

The Pumas will have a tough schedule again in '76, fea- 
turing opponents like Notre Dame, Dayton, Purdue and Eastern 
Illinois. 1
